the schools the faults in the system 
would long ago have been corrected. 
But children don't know how to make 
effective complaints to politicians. 
The Edgewood avenue and Inman 
Park schools are perhaps in a worse 
condition than the Highland avenues 
school, There children are being 


taught in damp basements. There 


bad air, bad light and had health 
go hand in hand.

“Our high school conditions are 
desperate,” said Colonel Daley.

Wheat, Oats, Rye and Barley De- 
ficiency Not Made Up by 
Potato Crop. 


Serious shortage exists in the 
world’s crop of grain for 1913. The, 
supply is nearly 10 per cent less than 
last year. The total deficiency ag- 
gregates 1,250,000,000 
five grain staples. This shortage 
not made up by potatoes, the world’s 
supply of which is.not greater than 
last year, and 300,000,000 bushels less 
than the world’s normal potato crop 
of 1910. 

These amazing conclusions are in- 
dicated by the preliminary report 
upon world’s crops and the future of 
prices, prepared by Orange Judd 
Southern Farming of Atlanta. This 
authority emphasizes that the four 
breadstuffs—wheat, oats, rye and bar- 
ley-——will probably be 500,000,000 bush- 
els less this year than in 1912, 70,000,- 
000 bushels less than two years ago 
but 4 per cent more than In the 1910 
crop. 

Unless Russia and Argentina con- 
clude the year with much greater 
ylelds than now seems possible, the 
world's wheat production wii! be only 
about 100,000,000 bushels more than 
last year. This will be an increase of 
only 3 per cent over the supply of 
wheat produced throughout the world 
in 1912. 

Of grave importance also 
European shortage in rye, because 
even more than wheat, is rye the 
breadstuff of the teeming millions of 
Europe. Europe may have only 1,- 
700,000 bushels of rye of the 1913 
crop, or 180,000,000 bushels less than 
last year. 

With a smaller crop in North Amer- 
{ca than last year by more than 300,- 
000,000 bushels, and with another 


100,000,000 deficit elsewhere, the 
world's crop of oats may be 10 per 
cent less than last year, a decrease of 
400,000,000 bushels, in spite of the 
fact that Russia has the most prodig- 
ious oats crop in its history—1,000,- 
000,000 bushels. 

Barley is much less than usual in 
North America, but the world’s total

yield may come up to the normal 
amount. 
Great Britain and Europe east of 


Russia, the wheat-importing regions 
of the world, will need to import be- 
tween 600,000,000 and 700,000,000 bush- 
els during the coming year, calling 
for every bushel of surplus wheat. 

In the case of corn, only about 250,- 
000,00) out of an average world’s sup- 
ply of 3,850,000,000 bushels is con- 
sumed in the corn-importing coun- 
tries, but the surplus this year is so 
reduced that it ts a question whether 
any such quantity can be spared. 

Southern Farming adds: “The area 
of fall-sown oats and other grains 
will be greatly increased this month 
throughout the South, as a result of 
the world-wide shortage.

As a further effort to secure addi- 
tional income, the Council Finance 
Committee has appropriated $500 for 
a survey of the trackage of public 
utilities within the city. The State 
Comptroller assesses these utilities on 
mileage, but he informed the Council 
Tax Committee that no official state- 
ment of the mileage in Atlanta had 
been furnished his office in twenty 
years. Charles W. Smith, chairman 
of the Council Tax Committee, esti- 
mates that this survey ought to net 
an increase in taxes to the city of 
approximately $35,000. 

The figures on the increase in as- 
sessments of public utility corpora- 
tions are not final, and, therefore, the 
increases of the various corporations 
can not be given. Comptroller 
Wright is not yet prepared to state 
that he will accept the returns made 
to his office by the corporations, 

Altogether the revised budget adopt- 
ed by Council Monday includes an 
increase of $251,000 in the city’s in- 
come over 1912. Of this amount, $190,- 
000 is in taxes on real and personal 


in- 


property, $25,000 is in public utility 
returns, $25,000 in the redemption of 


liens on property seized for non-pay- 
ment of taxes and street and sewer 
improvements, and the remainder in 
increases in licenses and watery tolls. 

For the first time in many‘years!

Six Errors in 1911.

At the beginning of 
the present season he was sitting on 
the bench, while Artie Shafer tried 
to take his shortfielding job away 
from him. 

There was a time when any man 
watching Shafer play the 
between second and third would have 
taken oath that the young Califor- 
nian would develop into the greatest 
ghortflelder the National League had 
seen in many years, but before the 
season was very far along “Tillie” 
had merely developed into something 
of a bloomer so far as that particu- 
larly district was concerned. He 
seemed to unaccountably slow up 
while playing short, and finally Mc- 
Graw put Fletcher back in his old 
position, while he alternately used 
Shafer at third and in the outfield.

In the world’s series he stacks 
up against a formidable opponent, 
and while Fletcher seems to overtop 
Barry on the season's figures so far 
as they pertain to hitting and base 
running, the Athletic shortfielder ts

Barry Has Wicked Way. 

Barry is batting about .266, but that

We wish we knew, of course. We 
wish we knew who is going to win 
the world's series, just the same as 
we wish we knew why King Man- 
uel’s bride left him so flat, having 
a deep interest in all] items of public 
weal or woe; but we repeat we do not 
know.

Players Do Not Agree, Either.

EW YORK, Oct. 6.—In sizing up 
N the respective merits of the 
Giants and Athletics for the 
world’s championship it will be well 
to take into consideration that the 


Giants are much stronger in the field, 
or what is called defensive tactics, 
than they have been in the last two 
years 

One reason of this is that George 
Burne is about 50 per cent superior 
to Josh Devore as guardian of left 
field. Josh wag always an uncertain 
factor, 60 much so that Giant root- 
ers would shake in their boots for 
fear the little fellow would pull some 
muff or fumble that would result in 
disaster. 

On ground balls Josh was very 
weak. It seemed as if he never could 
stop a ball scooting at him over the 
turf, and many a single was turned 
into a triple by his inability to get 
his hands in the right place at the 
Tight time. The sun also bothered 
Josh not a Httle, and he was not ab- 
solutely sure of any difficult fly that 
went out into his territory. 

It was Josh, though, who sent in 
the majority of runs the Giants made 
against the Athletics in 1911, but 
still there was always a feeling that 
he was not dependable. 

But still it can not be denied that 
Josh almost invariably made good in 
important series, especially against 
the Athletics, but the form he showed 
ei he did not carry last year or 
this. 

Burns a Real Star. 


In Burns the Giants have one of 
the best outfielders tn the country— 
bar none. He makes easy work out 
of fly balls that Devore would hardly 
try for, on account of his poor judg- 
ment. Burns starts after a fly much 


quicker than Devore, and being, too, 


just as fast a runner and a sure 
catcher, any bal! that fs hit out Into 
Burns’ fleld can be considered as 
felded. 

On ground balis Burne is nearly as 
good, if not quite so, as an infisider, 
and as he can throw with great speed 
and deadly accuracy, he will be in 
every way an improvement on ae 
vore. 

Burns, while he has not batted con- 
sistently this season, stil! the many 
batting spurts he has had gives him 
more hits than any other man on the 
Giant team. While he waa enjoying 
his spurts with the bat he would 
“stick” with the best, but unfor- 
tunately his slumps were almost as 
frequent as hie rallies, and at those 
times he would fall off most disas- 
trously. 

Sure to Make Good in Series. 


There is a good chance, though, that 
he may accumulate another spurt 
during the big series, and if he is 
that fortunate, I look for him to be 
one of the heroes of the coming con- 
tests. He is sure to make good in 
the field, and with Snodgrass and 
Murray, both of whom have improved 
In their work as outfielders, I am of 
the opinion that the Glants’s outfield 
has a shade on the Mackmen. 

At another point, and a most im- 
portant one, have the Giants also 
shown decided tmprovement — and 
that !s at shortstop. Arthur Fletcher, 
from being a rather doubtful propo- 
sition in 1911 and 1912, has developed 
into one of the stars in his position. 
His work this season has been sen- 
sational, and his many startling stops 
and ground covering ability have 
made him famous. And it is not in 
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fielding alone that Pletcher has shown 
improvement. At the bat, too, no 
other Giant has come to the front 
with the rapidity of Fletcher. In fact, 
he has been the most consistent bat- 
ter on the team. He has batted time- 
ly and steadily, and no player on the 
team has done more to enable the 
Gianta to win this year’s Nationa! 
League pennant than the game, 
plucky and always gingery shortstop. 
Gained Much Experience. 

Experience has done wonders for 
Pletcher, He has now settled down 
to one of the most reliable players 
on the team. There is no doubt that 
nervousness, due solely to ‘inexpert- 
ence, was responsible for most of the 
errors Fletcher was gullty of duriug 
the 1911 and 1912 world’e series, But 
now he has steadied down to a vet- 
eran's attitude, and he can be de- 
pended on to hold his own and pos- 
sibly be a shade over Barry, his very 
worthy rival. 

The big majority of those experts 
who have taken upon themselves the 
rather dangerous task of predicting 
the winner fn the series have harped 
on the superior pitching staff of the 
Giants and the Athletics’ supremacy 
in batting. The season's “dope” war- 
rants those comparisons, possibly, 
but such a short series as the world’s 
champlonship takes all the gist of 
the arguments pro and con that have 
been made for either or both of the 
contesting teams. 

Giants Not Hitting Hard. 

Of what earthly use can the Giants 
acknowledged superiority of pitcher= 
be unless the Giants can hit the bal!

runs than can the Athletics? The

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—Business at the 
opening of the cotton market to-day 
was active and the market was weak at 
a net decline of 9 to 16 points from the 
closing quotations of Saturday. One 
of the chief factors responsible for the 
break was the disappearance of the 
rainstorm in the southwest, notably in 
Texas. The low barometer in the south- 
west was still located over Kansas. 
Naturaily the trade laid more stress on 
the weather conditions tnan anything 
else, . 

In addition -to. this, Habersham King 
was reported to be out with a crop esti 
mate of 15,750,000 bales. He further 
states that frost would not reduce the 
output 2 per cent because of the crop 
being an early one. This helped the 
bearish movement along. 

On the decline there was good buying, 
which steadied the market a little after 
the call and the market rallied 2 to 7 
points from the opening range. 

The Liverpool market was steady at 
the outset, but eased in sympathy with 
our decline. This, coupled with further 
favorable weather conditions, encour- 
aged active selling by Wall street, Liv- 
erpool and operators who have bulled 
the market in the recent past. Some 
of the largest spot interests were among 
the selling crowd. This class of sell- 
ing depressed October to 12.72, Decem- 
ber to 13.53, January to 13.33 and March 
to 13.36. The entire list suffered a net 
decline of 22 to 28 points from the pre- 
vious close within the first hour.

Three Farm Credit 
Plans To Be Studied 


WASHINGTON, Get. 6.—Threo 
schemes for farm credits are to be 
worked out by the House Banking 
and Currency Committee in connec- 
tlon with the currency system. 


One is to authorize an association 
of borrowers 


under a co-operative 
plan of interest payment whereby the 
farmer may get the ready money for 
the movement of his crops at the 
lowest rate of interest and each mem- 
ber of the association is to be re- 
sponsible for the interest payment of 
the other members of the association, 
This is the “Lanschaft system” of 
Germany. 

The loan may be long or short 
terms, but the rate of interest is to 
be fixed by a Federal boand. 


Canada Now Favors 
Reciprocity Scheme 


TORONTO, ONT., Oct. 6.—The 
Toronto World, in its Sunday issue, 
had a front page editorial urging the 
Canadian Government to suspend the 
duty on wheat and flour imported 
from the United States. The duty 
can be suspended by order in coun- 
cil, but the tariff can only be changed 
permanently by act of Parliament, 

The attitude taken by The World 
will be of greater significance be- 
cause that paper bitterly fought the 
reciprocity arrangement of 1911, as 
did its editor and proprietor, W. F. 
MacLean, M, P., who has been in 
Parliament since 1892.

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HOW CONGRESS AIDED THE WESTERN TIMBER GRAFTERS 


In the Western forests log rolling is part of the business of 
the timber corporations. There they do the job with men, mules 
and donkey engines. 

In the National Capitol log rolling is also part of the busi- 
ness of the timber corporations. There they do the job with 
money, tools and donkey Congressmen. 

Witness a round, unvarnished tale of facts: 

Among the railroad corporations which obtained grants of 
land on the public domain in that period of Cungressional cor- 
ruption and thieving following the close of the Civil War was 
the Oregon and California Railroad Company, with lines running 
South from Portiand through the fertile valleys and timbered 
hills of Western Oregon. This corporation was granted two 
million three hundred and sixty thousand acres, and of that im- 
mense area, much was covered with the finest timber standing 
on this continent. 

One provision of this grant was peculiar to it. The act of 
Congress stipulated that the California Railroad Company 
should sell these lands ONLY TO ACTUAL SETTLERS, IN 
LOTS NOT TO EXCEED 160 ACRES TO EACH PURCHASER 
AND AT A PRICE NOT TO EXCEED TWO DOLLARS AND A 
HALF AN ACRE. 

The stipulation was plain and concise. 
lating was forfeiture of the grant. 


The Oregon and California Railroad teok over the land and 
promptly proceeded to ignore and violate the stipulations of the 
grant. It segregated the land into lots of any size that suited 
its convenience and sold these lots at whatever prices it could 
obtain; and the price was always in excess, and frequently 
from ten to twenty times in excess, of the figure fixed by Con- 
gress. 

In the year 1908 a joint resolution of the Senate and House 
directed the Attorney General of the United States to bring suit 
in equity to forfeit the titles of the railroad company and those 
holding by purchase from it, to the lands embraced in the grant. 
The suit was pressed to trial and the Government won. 

On August 20, 1912, an act of Congress was approved which 
provides that individuals or corporations claiming by purchase 
from the Oregon and California Railroad Company land em. 
braced in the original grant, can procure a decree of final for- 
feiture and re-obtain title to the same land by paying two dol- 
lars and a half an acre to the United States. 

The usual verbiage and flumadiddle which distineuish 
statesmen’s efforts to write English when travailing in birth 
with a statute are not absent from the full text of this act, but 
the essence is stated. 


Having log rolied ihis bill through Congress, the timber 
grabbing corporations have since been as busy as a boy in a pre- 
antry, the Federal courts to declare their ti- 
tles forfeited, and then regaining title by paying to the Govern- 
ment $2.50 an acre for their immensely valuable and illegally 
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obtained tract of timber. One corporation alone, the'C. A. Smith 
Lumber Company, has just obtained in this way, in the United 
States District Court in Portland, possession of more than 20,000 
acres of standing timber. 

It was the express direction of the Act of Congress estab- 
lishing the original grant that these timber lands should be sold 
to actual settlers only, and in lots not to exceed 160 acres in size. 

Because the railroad did sell these timber lands in lots of 
thousands of acres to timber corporations, the grant was de- 
clared forfeited, and having obtained forfeiture on this showing, 
the Government turns around, and by virtue of the Act log roll- 
ed through Congress by the timber grafters a year ago, conveys 
to the same identical timber grabbers the same identical public 
timber lands in lots of the same identical illegal size. 


So that, as the case stands— 

The railroad keeps the money it obtained from the original 
illegal sales. 

The timber-grabbers again have possession of the immense 
tracts they illegally got from the railroad. 

The Government gets less than one-thirtieth the value of the 
lands. 

‘The actual settlers,’’ the common people, get nothing. 

And now listen again. By virtue of this same act, log rolled 
in the interest of the timber-grabbers, the small tract owner, who 
bought his 160-acre parcel in good faith and paid the railroad 
for it years ago, LOSES HIS LAND UNLESS HE GOES 
THROUGH THE SAME PROCESS INVENTED BY THE TIM- 
BER-GRABBERS TO CINCH THEIR GRIP UPON THEIR IL- 
LEGALLY OBTAINED HOLDINGS. 

He must go to court, file a stipulation of forfeiture to the 
Government, and buy back his land from the Government at the 
original price of $2.50 an acre. 

And no matter whether he paid the railroad company $3 or 
$30 an acre for his land, THE RAILROAD KEEPS THE MON. 
EY HE PAID IT, and he must pay to the Government the price 
originally fixed by Congress in the grant to the railroad. 

In short, the Government of the United States having for- 
feited the Oregon and California Railroad Company’s land 
grant, because that corporation disobeyed the plain directions of 
Congress that these lands should be sold only to ACTUAL SET- 
TLERS IN 160-% ARM LOTS now adopts the exact methods of 
the offending corporation, and sells the same lands, in the same 
huge parcels, to the same timber corporations, in the same disre- 
gard of the original instrument of grant, and with THE SAME 
DEFEAT OF THE COMMON PEOPLE’S RIGHTS TO SETTLE 
UPON AND HOMESTEAD THIS PUBLIC DOMAIN. 

And as an incident of this scheme of daylight burglary, the 
innocent purchaser, who bought his little tract in good faith, 
after having been bunkoed by the railroad with a worthless deed, 
is now held up with a legal pistol pointed at his head by the very 
Governinent to which he went for redress of his wrong, and or- 
dered to stand and deliver again. 

Qne can not sufficiently sympathize with a Congressman 
who voted for this remarkable plan of punishing a lawbreaking 
corporation and safe-guarding the common people’s rights to 
their own public mind. It must be an enormous strain upon his 
intelligence each morning to teil whether the head he is combing 
is his own or that of a pin.
